January 4th, 1832,

Having received an invitation to preach in 
| Athens, I made aa appointment for a lee- 
| ture in that place the next evening. The 
| ensuing day I went to this town, and call- 
ed on our faithfuland long tried friend and 
Br. J. M’Kecknie, with whose family [ had 
heretofure enjoyed a‘ pleasant interview. 
At the time designated we repaired to the 
| school house, where we found a goodly 
| number of ‘‘Athenians” assembled to hear 
the ‘* good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be unto all people.” Though some 
in that town are to all things too super- 
stitious,”’ yet many of “the Athenians and 
| strangers which were there,” manifested 
| by their behaviour and intelligence that 
they ‘spent their time”’ in something ‘else, 
but either to tell or hear some new thing.” 
From Athens I proceeded to Cornville 
to fulfill an appointment which had been 
given out some two or three days before. 
Here, owing to some circumstances, our
